Enough phyiosophizmg... on with the fairs. The 
Casement of ths Glendale Civic Auditorium was fitted to 
maximium capacity with 4t oootns displaying an ms i 
latest and exciting new inovations for Doth the new ST 
and the older trusty S-Dii computers. According to John 
Tarpilnian, the organizer of the Fairs, 1200 participants 
entered the Fairs during the first hour it was open on 
Saturday. John estimated that the total altendencs 
would be between FOOD and 7000 based upon the 
number of advanced tickets were sold. 

Several computer stores from the L A. area had 
booths set up to sell everything from repair parts ana 
reference manuals to hardware modifications to all types 
of software including many of the greats from the eariy 
years of Atari. Analog, ST x-press and Antic were 
represented as well as many of the software publishers 
and distriDuters. 

ATARI had a booth booth set up and was represented 
by Net! Harris and i Believe by sandi Austin although I 
did noi meet her. They were displaying the new Game 
system which will be appearing in stores in time for 
Xmas shopping season. ’ They also had several 1 040 
STs running various demos. Star Raiders on the ST ts 
very impressive £ maybe HI have to break down and buy 
nothai ■ game for my ST) Ths re wer e also two Mega ST 
machines set up sided ay side.... Both were set up to run 
the multiple flying bird demo, one with the Blitter chip 
and one without. The Blitter chip demo was remarkable 
faster and 'very smooth scrolling white the one without 
the Blitter chip was slow ana noticaoie jumpy, i was 
•very impressed with ths improvement in the graphics 


i display with the 81 liter chip l Install so. Aiari was also 
j passing out free signup information for SEnie. If you are 
i interested, see me at the meeting or give me a can for 
the sign up code. 

Mlchtron had a booth with all of the software for sate 
at special Faire prices. 

Hybrid Arts was at the Faire with sixteen site set uo 
running thslr famous Midi Maze for ail to play... If you 
couid get a seat at one of the STs. i never aid but it was 
very impressive to watch 16 users on 16 different 
machines battling against each other for top honors. 
Tneiir booth was the one booth that was always crowded 
when I went back. They were also displaying some of 
their other midi programs for the Faire goers. 

WordPerfect had a booth demonstratiing their st 
version of their popular i BM word processor. 1 1 is fully 
GEM interfaced ana includes macros, math, merge, son, 
paragraph/outiine numbering, spell checker, thesaurus, 
table of contents/index generation, text columns, 
unoslsts, and virtual memory. This is a fuii blown 
bus! Insss word processor for ths ST, and has fils 
compabllity with WordPerfect 4.1 for ths IBM allowing for 
direct document transfer to the S i without losing 
document format, It also has a business price, $39E, 
but it doss place ths ST in a position to compete with 
Big Slue for some of the business market. 

Future Systems. Inc. was displaying a new sleek 
diSK drive for the st. The gts-iqq remittee me of the 
Indus for the s-Dit. There brochure sports the racing 
gloves and speaks or parking and test driving as did the 
inaus aas. it sports a small black case with busy and 
power indicators and track readout on the front panel, it 
is a double sided 720 K drive. Unfortunately, I did not 
get a retail price. Maybe Jim Wooding did. 

All during the day there were 'various conferences 
held on subjects such as midi, desktop publishing, and 
such. Ons of these conferences was sponsored by Aiari 
in which Nell Harris talked about Atari, where it's come 
from ana where it is heading, i will go over this at the 
meeting and write a short article for the next newslertter. 

in closing. I would just like to say that attending a 
function such as this is an enjoyable experience not to 
be soon forgotten, if you get a chance to, make plans 
and attend the next one available.

DOM's 
ana co-ordination with the Federation made ait the more 
difficult by my winning The Hacker's challenge (not 
really. ! mean I did win, but they only hated ms for ailttls 
while). Let's take these on one by one 

We are going to have an ST raffle. Each of you is 
responsible for taking and selling one book of tlckstsftO). 
There is an eleventh ticket in the book that is yours only 
if you sell the first ten. You can enter that ticket yourseff 
or give it away or sell It The only stipulation Is that It 
will not be honored (received by the accounting 
committee) unless- you have sola the first ten. we will 
be selling the tickets along with the vsncencsrg club. 
Each ciuo wilt have 25 docks of tickets- i ickets wtii ce 
passed out at the October meeting and the drawing will 
take place at the December meeting. 

It was decided, in view of so many overlapping 
memberships, that the only fair thing to do was to split 
the CG 5 J 5 and the proceeds 50/50 between the two 
clubs, mere will only bs bOO tickets sold so we not oniy 
have that as a selling point but also, If you sell, you will 
benefit by that extra ticket, ihs winner will get a 
certificate f or a monochrome 520ST which he can then 
redeem for the stated equipment or pay the difference 
for an upgrade. 

we decided that we would sell raffle prizes at the 
meeting after the raffle is held. Cartridges are $5, 
cartridges mat come witn instructions are £9 and 
packaged software will sell for $12.

Between myself and others we secured quite a few PD 
disks that we are going to be reteasing over the next 
year. All the details haven't been worked out but the 
idea is that we not duplicate each others ( i he 
Federation) disks Essentially each club will have 12 
new disks over the coming year. The other club's disks 
will eventually be available as a second disk of the 
monih. So If you are a member of one of the clubs you 
will eventaily be able to get all 24.

Try to catch as 
many of she dropping capsules as 
you can The more I oaten tne 
higher the frequency the pink and 
grey caosuies will appear, when 
three bolts are in clay, let two of 
them go right away as all three in 
piay osiays ins aropemg of more 
capsules. 

These tips have help me acquire a 
score of n v83Q pis anc a level of It. 

I think It had a lot of luck to do with 
that score. This game is very 
addicting a no if aoes? keep me Tom 
doing the work I am supposed to be 
doing dike writing this report??). 

This game will keep a record of 
your high scores automatic ally, but 
only during your immediate Diay.
